A closure element sealingy closes 
the filling opening of the vessel. 

Claims 1 and 13 of the present [Chilean] application describe 
the elements and the method, respectively, for sticking the 
straws to the packages or containers of the beverages. 

The DN1 does not interfere with the present [Chilean] 
application at all, in particular not with the independent 
claims so that the present application is new in view 
of DN1, according to article 33 of the Law". 

The undersigned believes that this IDS is being submitted within three months of 
Applicants' learning of such prior art, as Document 2 (to which all the other references are 
related) was cited in a Chilean search report on January 12, 2005.
